"It's hard to say what the situation Is but I 
am going to have one of my Invcstlf^lors look 



at some things and sec If there Is sufficient 
grounds to determine some kind of votor 
fraud," Jones said. 

Jones said the returned cards could Indicate 
that' voter registration rolls In the county need 
to t>e updated or that "the post office fell down 
on the job." 

The contovcrsy centers on a statute passed 
In 1980 that requires voter reglstrattons fo be 
accontponlcd by addresses or other informa- 
tion "definitely locating" residence. 

The attoraey general said counties should 
have updated the registers when the statute 
was enacted. "I expect they didn't In Blainif 
County, but that again Is something we'll have 
to look Into." • 



Since the low requires sufficient Indication 
of residential address, "there" should be more 
clarity In some of those addresses," he said. 
"It's difficult to (ell right now on the surface 
what the reason is for (he Irreguhiii t ics. ' ' 

Whether intentional voter fraud is Involved, 
as some eastern Idaho lawmakers have in- 
dicated, will take some study,. Jones said. 

Hansen, the seven-term R^ubllcan who 
lost his bid for re-election to Democrat 
Richard Stalllngs by a scant 170 votes after a 
partial recount, has alleged voter fraud in 
Blaine County. 

After apparently exhausting all his options 
under Idaho Iaw;i Hansen's lawyers last Fri- 
day filed notice with the House Administra- 



tion Committee that (bey would conlcsl the 
election, based partly on the contentton that 
2.481 votes In the,cbunty should be disqualified 
on the basis of bisufflelent address. 

The notice asKs uiat the votes be deducted 
according to the percentage each candlate 
received from Blaine' County voters. That 
would give Hansen an 800-voto victory in the 
Second District race. Hansen collected only 2g 
percent of (he 5,600 votes in the traditional 
Democratic stronghold, while Stalllngs got 7-1 
percent. 

Jones said any Irregularities his office turns 
up could be turned over to the House sub- 
committee appointed (o look Into Hansen's

Man's story reflects 
jobs, work in U.S. 

On first reading, the story of Lowry Schtiltz, the 
laidroff CaterpUIer Tractor worker w^o was rehired 
after two years only to be let go agahi six hours later, is 
a tale of one man in a vain search for work. ' 

But Schultz* stoiy says a lot more, about working in 
. modem America and the kinds o^ changes which are 
happening in both employment and labor. 

One Is the shifting nature of older "smokestack" In- 
dustries, many of them in the Midwest. Heavy 
manufacturing jobs, like the one Schultz had for 10 
years at the Peoria, III. factory, are simply not as nec- 
essary as they once were. Automation, improved farm 
efficiency, and competitlon haverall put thousands of 
highly-paid,- blue collar workers like Schultz out of 

. jobs, 

„ So where are they going and what' are they doing' 
^ Schultz, like many others, moved to the Southwest and 
restablished himself in Phoenix. That too tells a stoi> 
of the growth of the nation and how it is shifting from 
one region to another. 

So does his new employment; Schultz now works as a 
custodian at a school where he says "pay isn't real 
good." That too Is a common pattern of highly-paid in- 
dustrial workers being absorbed into the work force at 
lesser pay levels, often in service trades. 

We don't know the man, but a couple of other things 
about Schultz and American labor come through in the

Schultz was recalled to Caterpiller, then bumped 
■ when others with more seniority also were brought 
back.JHis faterested, apparently, not in his job skills 
and how good they were, but only in how high up the 
scale he was relative to other union members. 

His response to this was to return to Phoenix where, 
he says, he will iook fona better job. But he's i^not in a 
hurry. I know something wilj.coine along," Gee, last- 
time "we checked, the best jobs went to those people 
who displayed the most get up and go.

KETCHUM - About two-thirds of the 
.businesses subject to Kctchum's new local op- 
tion tax hove submitted applications for a

fect New Year's Day. 



Thejclty has received about 200 applications 
for the permit to conduct business In Kctchum 
from retail and other businesses that must 
collect the 1 percent or 2 percent tax approved 
by city voters In November, says Jim Jaquct, 
city administrator. . 

■Jaquct says the city is still walling to hear 



from the other 100 or so known businesses that 
have not yet applied tor the permit. 

"I expect it's going to be the same thing as 
with the beer and wine licenses:. It always 
comes down to the last hour," he says. 
—The new taxing structure places al percent, 
tax on most-general retail sales Items and 2 
percent tax on rooms rented on a short-term 
basis and bar drinks. U exempts the sale of 
groceries, automobiles and wholesale lumber, i 

It replaces a 5 percent tax on rented rooms 
and bar drinks, a tax structure that collcctcrs 
-bltterly-opposed-because they said It was too 
high and affected visitors' altitudes about the 
resort area. 

Jaquct says the city has made a number of 



efforts to reach those businesses that must 
collect the tax. • . 

It mailed applications to all businesses that 
collected the static sales tax In the past and 
sent canvassers door-to-door In the business 
and light industrial districts. 
<~-^ach business has been glven-an appllca^ 
tlot^or the business permit, a copy of the city 
ordinance creating the tax, a collection tx>ok 
and a schedule for cither the 1 percent or 2 
percent tax. 

The city made the permit tree so getting It 
would 'be, more palatable to .businesses, Ja- 
quct says. 

"I think we have done our job in getting the 
message out," he says. 
Beginning Jan. 2, the city will warn those 



buslnesses^^Wlthout permits ihnt they^ro vio- 
lating the law and violators will be turned 
over to the county prosecutor, Jaquct says. 

Although .non-conipllancc Is a misde- 
meanor, it carries a pcnaly of up to 1 year in 
the q)unty Jailt a $300 fine or both, 
— Jaquct says the city will use the tax money- 
tor services that affect tourists, such as snow 
plowing and the operation of the city-operated 
bus system. 

He says the city recognizes the tax will 
create extra paperwork for those Involved In 
collecting it although all those businesses 
already are subject to the state sales tax. 

However, he says, businesses collecting the 
tax will be directly affected by the services It 
will make possible ticcausc many will be 



directed to the downtown buslnessdlstrlct, ho 
' says. " ' . 

"At least the city's sales tax is kept locally 
— and not sent away to the state — and pro- 
vides a service that the tjuslnesscs can direct- 
ly feel," Jaquct says; 
— T^e dty-wiil collect the tax knowing itmay- 
lose it in the near future. 

Fifth District Judge George Granata Jr. 
■ recently ruled that the state law that allows . 
the tax is unconstitutional In a case brought 
by the Sun Valley Co. against the city of Sun 
Valley, whicti has a similar tax. 

Ketchum, however. Is not affected by that 
ruling until the Idaho Supreme Court readies 
a decision on the city of Sun Valley's appeal of 
Granata's ruling.

Homeowners can 
seek exemptions

JEROME — Qualified property 
owners In Magic Valley will l>e able to 
sign up, iKglnnlng next week, for two 
special classlllcatlons of tax exemp- 
tion, and officials say residents would 
be wiso to make certain they arc on 
the list for the available breaks. 

Jerome County Assessor Marjorle 
OuBols urged residential property 
owners to register for the 
homeowners exemption, which pro- 
vides an exemt)tion on 50 percent ot- 
the property value or $50,000, 
whichever is smaller. 

She said homcowricrs must file for 
exemptions between Jan. 2 and June 
17. 

This exemption is made available 
on all residential nropert y, whether It 



Is in a city or on a farm. Farmers may 
rilc-oh-that-portlon oflthofr-propcrty-. 
value that Is represented by their 
-home. Each homeowner Is allowed 
only one exemption In the state and It 
must be on the home he or she owns 
end designates as the primary dwell- 
ing of tlie taxpayer. 

Twin Falls County officials em- 
phasize that to qualify tor the exemp- 
tion, the property must be owned and 
occupied by tlie taxpayer. Residential 
rental properties are not eligible for 
the exemption. 

Representatives of Uio assessor's 
office in Twin Falls say most 
homeowners do file for the exemp- 
tion, and that since It Is available it 
should l)c utilized. 

Assessors say the homeowner ex- 
emption is not meant to be a low tax 
rate for residential property as pro- 
perties are nssessed at full market 
value. Instead, It Is a costly error for 
homeowners who neglect to take ad- 
vantage ot the' opportunity to quality 
for t lie exe mption. 

Tainevies, say assessors, are set to 
-take the exemption into consideration" 
and at the same time bring In tKe nec- 
essary amount of revenue to the coun- 
ty's— taxlnK—aeoncles. ■ This— oftcn-

The product of this successful 
venture Is her "Angler's Calendar 
Si Fishing Handbook"' — a dxket 
featuring photographs of the most 
picturesque fishing spots In the 
countiy and a directory o(,angllng 
shops nationwide. 

Wolvcrton's territory of sales 
covers all 50 states and eight coun- 
tries, including Japan, Canada, Ita* 
ly and Singapore. Ciistomers_f[L_ 
Japan nlone call for-a slanding.- 
J order of 2,000. 

Locally the calendar con be found 
In Twin Falls at Judy's book Store, 
CIos Office Supply and Ruel 
Stayner Sporting Goods. 

Wolverton produced her first cal- 
endar for 1976 and has steadily built 
a demand for the product since 
then. Sales have-contlnucd-to-be- 
frultful, In fact her 1S7S calendar 
sold 34,000 copies. This year's supp- 
ly has bpcn sold dut twice and a 
. third printing is expected. 

"There wasn't a fishing calendar 
on the market before mine," says

who now lives on the Wolverton 
family ranch outside of Murtaugh 
with her husband Mike and 20- 
month old son Matt. 
"She'now has two competllors out- 
of Sun Valley and Colorado, but 
orders keep flowing in and dally 
United Parcel Service pickups at 
the Wolvcrton's door continue from 
June through February. 

It wasn't specifically her Interest 
In the sport of fishing, but simply 
the outdoors that sparked her 
desire to produce the ciUendar.

help out during the busiest periods 
that Wolverton says turn her 
upstairs into a "real zoo." » 

Wolvcrton's Job experience, from 
work at Sierra Design in California 
_to,a_T]mes-Nows.. advertiser, has 
given her the background to pro- 
duce such an Item. . And although 
she majored In art history at the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, she says she has always 
had on Inlcrcst In business. 

"My father raised me with a keen 
business sense," she says, "lie's 7G 
noiw and we still talk business when 

he calls." - 

That sense comes In handy con- 
sidering Wolvcrton's view thot the 
hoy t o success with such a dated 
item Sopends more on advertising 
and distribution than on the product 
itself. 

"It's not the calendar, it's the 
marketing," slie says of the process 
that twgliis In Deceml^r and runs 
throughout tin; fol lowing yenr. 

Wolverton contacts lier five 
distributors early inUic year before 
a March rush to deal-wiUi a list of - 
ICOO sporting goods shops and book 
stores, 250 of which normally pur- 
chase calendars. Some of her more 
prominent distributors include B< 
Dalton twoks, Nicman-Marcus and 
Cabeia's', a nationwide outdoors 
catalog out of Nebraska .

Once the calendar is designed it Is 
typeset in Twin Palls and then sent 
to Salt Lake City towards the end of 
May to be printed, Ttic first batch is 
then shippcd-to resorts and national 
parks in time for the tourist season. 

Despite apparent lucrative sales, 
Uie $40,000 production cost for the 
calendar eats up most of the profits 
"from purchases by businesses. 
What modest profit Wolverton drfes 
take in comes from sales to in- 
dividuals, including former Presi- 
dent Jjmmy Carter and Ding 
Crosby up until his dcatli. . 

Tlie real benefits come In the 
form of paid vacations from various 
resorts find airlines Uie Wolvertons 
write up In tlic calcndor 

For instance, the Wolvertons 
were treated to a trip last February 
on Christmas Island _aflcr_Mlkc_ 
Wolverton tilghligJiled tlie Central 
Pacific haven in a feature article 
for the IM5 edition. Continental 
Airlines allows the Wolvertons free 
air travel in return for the exposure 
they receive.

Each of his strug- 
gles had been recorded in the snow along witli thp footprints of the 
co yotes. _ 

Such tragedies are not uncommon-wintering deer grow stupid as 
Uieir metabolic rate drops to allow them to subsist on loss food than 
nature offers in Uie summertime. 

Fences are barriers Umt deer must cross If they are to find food, 
slieltcr and escape from predolors on today's winter ranges. Deer 
oilen become entangled in them If tiioy miscalculate the energy 
needed to clear llie wire.

Don't overlook leaded line 



An Innovation of a few years ago 
will increase your catch and make a 
fisherman's iUe more bearoblo. 

The innovation is the leaded line us- 
ed as a sinker, 

It Is used by the fly fisherman and 
■ balfflsherman and makes an lnstant 
nymph fly /isberman out of the spin 
fisherman. 

<3^ttlng the length of leaded lUie 
— may-be-the-biggest-problflnn-ln-this ■ 
fishing method. My suggestion Is to 
' check with your, boat fishermen 
' friends and see If they use the leaded 
line while trolling. Now beg about 18 
Inches. That will not harm the effec- 
tive use by the troller. 

One area that I -have found the 
method works is the Richfield Canala, 
where snags arc a problem and get- 
ting the fly down Into the bottom of 
the riffles at the end ^f the hends 
always has been a problem. The usual 
' use of pinch-on sinker^ will cause 
hangups and the lijss of adozen flys n~ 
day. 

The use of a piece of leaded line Is 
nothing new. During the 1960s, there 
were to pieces of line on the market 
Uiat were used ' by spin-casting 
fishermen. They were called a "wet 
head" for s Inking fly and a "dry 
head" for using floating flys. 

The fly fishing group picked up on 
the theory and many upstream fly 
fishermen t>cgan to use the piece o( 
leaded line to get the fly down quick- 
ly- . 

Most spln-flshermen quickly forgot 
the leaded line use and reverted to fly- 
fishing with a pastic bubble filled with 
water. 

On a recent trip to the Snake River, 
I noticed the water coming from the 
power plant on the Malad River was 
—crystal-Clear. With the use of the 
leaded line I could get the nymph 
down in the swift water and had the 
added fonus of watching Just how the 
fish attacked the fly. - 

Using the piece of leaded line 
. begets the learning of how to tie the ' 
rlgon. — - ■ 

This entrails the vusc of the nail 
knot. This knot has been used for cen- 
turies to tie your Icatjcr to you fly line 
and you use this same knot to attach 
not only you r lino to the .leaded line 
But your leadermateriario"the"olh"er 
end of the leaded line. 

One Innovation to the nail know is to 
uscahollow tube Instead of the nail. It 
makes It easy to thread the line back 
through the tube. I carry my one-inch 
piece of tube in my hatband.

The Big problem spin cast- 
fishermen have while fly fishing with 
this rig Is to keep a tight line and set- 
ting the hook after the fish strikes. It 
is much like fly (ishlng and learning 
to snap your urest on each strike is 
the main Ingredient In catching fish. 

One suggestion Is to use a leader 
material that is at least two pounds 
lighter than your line test. If you do 
snag you will break your leader ma- 
terial rather than your line.

million, down 42.7 percent' fn number ' 
and 30.9 percent In value from a year 
ago. 

The report attributed the decline 
■primarily-to-lheiiational-3lo\vdD\vn-ln— 
economic growth, but said the recent 
mortgage rate decline should 
strengthen residential construction 
Activity for the first quarter ol 1985. 

Commercial construction in 
November, valued at about $7.47 
million, was up 80.6 percent from last 
year. November alterations and 
repairs totaled $6.67 million, down 4.3' 
percent from 1983.
